That letter postage will drop from 
three cents an ounce to two next July, 
if the new revenue bill is passed in 
its present form, is most satisfactory 
news. Post-card rates are to go back 
to one cent for domestic postage at 
the same time. 
But perhaps the best of the post­ 
age provisions is that of abolish in g the 
zone rate for new spapers and maga­ 
zines. The country, accordin g to the 
bill, is to be divided into tw o zones, 
instead of eight. 
N ew spap ers and 
periodicals can be sent at th e rate of 
one cent a pound w ithin a radius of 
200 miles, and at a rate of o n e and a 
half cents a pound an yw h ere beyond , 
that. 
j 
It is not a newspaper opinion that 
may be attributable to self-interest or j 
self-laudation, but a self-evident lad, 
freely' conceded and freely expressed 
by the biggest, best men and women 
in the country, that if there was any 
one agency contributing to the win­ 
ning of the war more than any other, 
it was the unifying effect produced by 
the widespread circulation of news­ 
papers and periodicals. It was largely 
due to them that the great food sav­ 
ing in the past year was effected. The 
Red Cross could hardly have done 
half its work without their co-opera­ 
tion. When it came to raising money 
for Liberty Loans, Victory Chests and 
relief, they were invaluable. 
The newspaper is needed for two 
things primarily. 
Its quick dissem­ 
ination of news, and its intensive con­ 
centration upon matters of local in- I 
terest. 
Outside this field, and back­ 
ing it up. comes the magazine, treat­ 
ing mort- leisurely and with wider per- j 
spective of current affairs, unifying 
the thought of the people by spread­ 
ing the same ideas east and west, 
north and south. 
No m atter what 
one’s line of thought, he may find in , 
his local bookshop the magazine which J 
interests him, secure in the knowledge , 
that others who think with him all 
over the country can find it also.

Brady is with tile 100th Spruce Squad­ 
ron at Stillwater, W ash., and went in­ 
to tho service several m onths ago. 
‘‘Believe me, it is the only place 
for any young fellow,” says Brady. “I 
nev er imagined tho arm y being cap­ 
able of doing so mm, ti for a person, 
mentally, morally and physically. Of 
course, where I ain now, it is very 
m uch unlike th e army. 
It was at Van­ 
couver that we had the military train ­ 
ing. 
I never will forget it and would 
like to have m ore of it. 
"I am now in a logging camp about 
sixty-five miles no rth east of Seattle. 
I didn't know very m uch about log- 
g :ng when I cam e here, but I sure do 
now. 
W e are getting out fir for ships 
and aeroplanes 
(letter w as w ritten 
before signing of arm istice), T here is 
no spruce th is far in la n d ,'it being 
found only along the coast. 
We are 
in tall timber, however. 
W ent out 
last Sunday to see a fellow cut th e 
top out of a sp ar tree. 
T he cut was

feet 
from

ground. 
Fifty-four feet were cut. off, so you 
can see how much of a tree it was. 
T h ese trees a re used to string the 
cables th at drag the tre e s out of the 
forest.

You can readily see th a t these en­ 
gines are powerful by them pulling 
logs forty feet long and thirteen feet 
through, out of the forest, a distance 
of half a mile.

way. 
A log six feet through being 
draw n in this way will pull trees two 
and three feet through up by the 
roots like they were so m any weeds. 
W hen the ‘fallers’ cut a tree down, 
they will cut it in a w ay so th a t it 
wilF'lTnock one or m ore good sized 
trees down, th u s saving them selves a

of work.

th a t is, what th e arm y figures it costs 
to feed a soldier for a m onth, which 
usually amounts to $12 o r $13 a month. 
T ak ing it as a whole, w e are paid a

soldier. 
“There Is a trout stream within 
tw enty feet of our bunk house, and I 
spend nearly all my spare tim e fish­ 
ing. 
I and another fellow caught 
twenty-two after supper tonight. 
We 
w ill have som e nice little breakfast 
in the morning. 
I helped cut a bee 
tree today, so we will have honey on 
our hot cakes and nice, fresh trout. 
The salmon are coming up the stream 
to spawn and the trout are certainly 
fat. 
They are going up stream by 
the thousands, with the trout following 
them . 
We cut open several of the 
salm on and found many salmon eggs. 
T am very much afraid that it is going 
to be pretty disagreeable here in a 
few weeks, as the salm on die as soon 
as they have laid their eggs, and they

“The weather here is certainly fine. 
It rains every day and is pretty cold, 
but I have learned to like it.

By Sergi John Holditch; First Yanks Into Belgium; 
Huns Went Back So Fast It Was Difficult to Catch Up 
With Them; In War Troops ‘Just Love Mud’ For Mud 
Keeps Shells From Exploding and Saves Soldiers’ Lives; 
Pie and Cake ‘Going to Catch Thunder’ When Yanks 
Come Home; Great to Know Folks at Home Are Back­ 
ing the Fighting Men ‘Over There.’

VILLA PARK, Dec. 5.—The Ninety-First division from Camp Lewis, 
which includes m any O range county boys, lost about 6,000 
men 
in 
their 
eighteen day battle in the Argonne, when the “Wild W esterners” showed 
themselves to be the best fighters of all and secured 
a rating as 
“shock 
troops,” according to letters received the past few days by his wife from John 
Holditch, supply sergeant of Co. F, 364th infantry. 
He says that the Pacific 
coast boys were the first Am erican troops into Belgium during the last drive. 
W hile at first they cussed the mud, later it proved a blessing for it caused 
many “duds” and saved the lives of many soldiers. For that reason, Holditch 
wrote, they now “Just love m ud.” 
He gives a hint of what returned soldiers j started last July.

Interesting excerpts from H olditch’s recent letters follow:
